In accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.98(a)(3), the following concise explanation of the 
relevance of each listed reference that is not in the English language and imaccompanied by a 
translation into English is provided: 

German Patent No. DE 4105313. Issued 8/27/1992: Therapeutic Balancing Appliance 
with Board Foot - has protruding strip on underside and supports which are adjustable. The 
therapeutic balancing appliance consists of a board (1) on which to place a foot. The board's 
underside has a protuberance in the form of a strip (3) as a labile support for the board (1). The 
maximum tilt angle of the board can be adjusted from an initial horizontal position via two 
adjustable supports (5) attached to the underside of the board (2). The space between the tilting- 
strip (3) and the supports (5) are adjusted by means of hooked-pile fasteners (6). 

USE/ADVANTAGE - Therapeutic balancing appts. Reduces risk of injury. 

French Patent No. FR 2410486; Issued December 2. 1977: The limbering-up appliance 
is intended for preparing skiers, and consists of a base to which is joined a swivel plate. The base 
has two extensions, each with a socket hole for receiving the end of a ski stick. 

The connections between the plate and the base are in the form of compression springs. 

French Patent No. FR 2592802; Issued January 16, 1988: The player stands on a mobile 
horizontal plate (4) which is moved by his feet. The plate moves against a ring of cellular foam or 
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springs between the plate and a fixed base. A closed box (8) is fitted into a cell in the plate and has 
a track in it that a ball (10) is moved round. 

The base of the box is moulded to form obstacles (13) in relief or hollowed out, that form 
the track. The ball has to be moved firom a start point (D) to a finish point (A), by moving the 
plate. 

USE - May be used as a treatment of balance disorders. 

French Patent No. FR 2624385; Issued December 10, 1987; The sailboard simulator, 
especially for indoor training, consists of a board (2) which is mounted on a base (1) so that it is 
capable of a rotary motion which can be braked. The board is equipped with a mast (11) and a sail 
simulator (4), and a pulley, cable and weight assembly (4') to simulate the force of the wind. 

Between the board and the base is a housing (3) containing a loaded rotary system which 
can incorporate flexible spheres, power cylinders, or a combination of these, to simulate the pitch 
and roll motion of the sailboard. 

ADVANTAGE - Closer simulation of natural conditions.
